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Cremona Youth Reports 


On United Nations School 


Following is a report given by 
Warren Reid of Cremona, to a re- 
cent Home and School Association 
meeting. Warren attended the 
United Nations Association of Cei.- 
ada Summer school at Banff under 
the sponsorship of the Cremona 
Home and School Association: 

“First of all I would like to thank 
the Home and School for the dona- 
tion which made my trip tu the 
United Nations Summer School 
possible, 


The purpose of the school was to 
help reach further into the minds 
of the citizens who've heard about 
the U.N. and yet do not know too 
much about it. I mean by that, 
that you can help by writing for 
litetrature and pamphlets which 
will further your knowledge about 
the United Nations. 

The Banff School of Fine Arts is 
at the base of Tunnel Mountain 
along with three chalets which 
overlook the town of Banff and the 
view about it. There were 80 stu- 
dents attending. There was one 
large dining room and _ sleeping 
quarters in all three chalets. The 
students came from Cold Lake in 
the north to Lethbridge in the 
south. 

There were five lecturers: Dr. 
Blackley, “The International As- 
pects of History"; Dr. MacKay, 
“The International Aspects of Geo- 
graphy"; Dr. Rowan, “The Inter- 
national Aspects of Science”; Dr. 
Smith, “Comparative Culture”; Dr. 
Sinclair, department of health and 


welfare, Ottawa, who spoke on the 
U.N., its organization, functions, 
achievements and unsolved prob- 
lems. 

Dr. Blackley, the historian, start- 
ed off by saying that “history is the 
base of all knowledge.” 

Ever since people began wars they 
always ended up by wishing that 
they had some kind of society to 
settle their disputes. A man by the 
name of Dubois was the first man | 
to organize a council in Europe to 
settle such disputes. But the 
nations parted and ended it be-| 
cause of disagreement. 

In 1919 the fourteenth point of | 
Wilson's fourteen points stated that 
there should be a world-wide as- 
sociation for the purpose of mutual 
co-operation and security. That 
was the year that the League of 
Nations was born. From 1920 it 
began to decline because it was not 
supported as it should have been. 

Some facts which contributed to 
the downfall of the League of 
Nations are: 

It tried to reform US.S.R. over- 
night, but that couldn't be done be- 
cause Russia has had dictatorship 
for centuries; the people did not 
co-operate with the League of 
Nations, and the two largest nations 
in the world, U.S.A. and U.S.S.R. 
did not delong to it. 

Then and up to today Russia 
jthinks that the west is old-fash- 
foned with its government, and the 
West is trying to westernize Russia, 
80 who is the one to say which is 
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right. Thus it is likely it will be ¥ 
settled by war. There are two types | & 
of security in the world: 1, Internal, § 
2, International. \€ 

He went on to tell about primi- |§ 
tive types of settling disputes, eg.,!@ 
if one was guilty, he sank (when § 
thrown into a body of water); if '¢ 
he was innocent, he would float. 

Summing it all up he told the 
uses of the League and these were 
carried over to the U.N. 

1, Prevent war; 2, promote co- 
Operation between countries; 3, 
promote co-operation inside of the 
borders of the countries; 4, assist 
in carrying out peace treaties.

The pagenat “Triumphs of the 
Faith’ was a feature of the recent 
United Church Exposition. It pre- 
sented in dramatic form the history 
and life of the United Church. The 
main evets, or scenes, were dated 
on June 10th, 

The first significant “June 10th” 
was in 1559, when John Knox 
preached before the Lords of the 
Congregation, and by his fiery 
courage and faith led his people 
to establish, on firmer foundations, 
the Presbyterian Church. It was a 
time of a clear-cut and definite 
separation from the established 
church and a time when the sturdy 
spiritual fibre of Presbyterianism 
was clearly demonstrated. 

The second “June 10th” was in 
1620. when the Pilgrim Fathers 
secured the Mayflower, under Cap- 
tain Christopher Jones, to take 
them to the new land of freedom | 
and opportunity. This, too, was a 
time of separation, for not all who 
believed as they did were able to 
make the journey. It was a parting 
from familiar friends as well as 
Spiritual enemies. But it resulted 
in the establishment of a strong 


Congregational church in North 
America. 

The third “June 10th” was in 
1742, when John Wesley. having 
been denied free access to a regu- 
lar church, preached from his 


father’s tombstone, and witnessed | 
to the transformed lives that had 
come as the result of this new 
spiritual emphasis, that resulted in 
the formation of the Methodist 
church. 
The fourth “June 10th’ was in 
1925. In portraying this scene, | 
when the different churches joined 
to form the United Church of Can- 
ada, no historic personalities were 
presented, but instead there were | 
those who represented the Spirit of'| 
Christianity as an all-embracing | 
faith; the spirit of Presbyterianism, 
of Congregationalism. of Method- 
ism, and of the United Church. 
While June 10th is a very special 
date in the United Church, there is 
another date which ought not to be 
overlooke]. That is November Ist, 
All Saints’ Day It was on that 
date, in 1517, that Martin Luther | 
nailed his ‘Ninety-five Theses” to | 
the church door at Wittenberg, and | 
nailed down the principle of the 


Reformation 
It is true of al! these events. that 
they are important. But it is 


equally true much of Christian his- 
tory cannot be dated. It is a 
blessed fact that any day gives us 
an opportunity for spiritual alven- 
tures, perhaps dramatically unin-

MAINTAINING TRASH COVER 
Sub-surface cultivators have prov- 
en superior to disc type implements 
in trash preservation in experi- 
ments carried on at the Lethbridge 
experimental station. Three culti- 
vations of summerfallow with vari- 
ous implements left the following 
percentage of the original trash 
cover on the surface: 

Blade cultivator 72 per cent, 
i heavy duty cultivator 62 per cent, 
duckfoot cultivator 57 per cent, one 
way disc 15 per cent. Depth was 
important in the operation of the 
one-way disc; when a stubble field 
was tilled for the first time at a 
depth of three inches, 71 per cent 
of the trash remained on the sur- | 
face, but when the depth was in- 
creased to 4 or 5 inches, only 44 
per cent remained on top.
